College  of  Chicago,   and  Roosevelt  University.     He  has  also 
served  in  an  administrative  capacity  at  these  schools. 
During  World  War  II,   while  serving  with  several  government 
agencies,  Mr.  Balduf   interpreted  crucial  defense  policies 
to  our  schools  and   colleges,   and  acted  as   liason  between 
these  schools  and  various  war  agencies. 

Mr.  Balduf   is  now  teaching  at  the  University  of  Mexi- 
co City  and  participating  in  the  Adult  Education  Program 
there.
